EKCC is awarded with 
three-year accreditation 
by national association 

Eastern Kentucky Correctional Com- 
plex (EKCC) will receive its re-accredi- 
tation award during the American Cor- 
rectional Association’s summer confer- 
ence that will be held in Kansas City, 
Mo., in August. This is the sixth audit 
for EKCC, which opened in 1990 in 
West Liberty. 

The accreditation program is a pro- 
fessional peer review process based on 
over 530 national standards that have 
evolved since the founding of ACA in 
1870. The standards address all areas of 
prison operation and programs and re- 
quire constant monitoring and quality 
control checks. 

Each prison is audited by ACA every 
three years and has an inter-departmen- 
tal audit (Program Security Review) 
every year. Kentucky has been involved 
with ACA since the early 1980s. 

Warden John Motley and his staff 
were praised for their hard work and 
dedication during the April 23-25 audit. 
EKCC scored 100% on the mandatory 
standards and 98.8% on the non-man- 
datory standards. Audit Chairperson 
Gail Zeek said, “This is a very good 
score and a very good facility.” 

Commissioner John D. Rees said, 
“I’m very proud of the staff and all the 
effort that goes into maintaining a facil- 
ity of this size.” 

USW votes to 
approve 3-yr. 
ARH contract 

Morgan Co. ARH stayed 
fully operational during 
4-wk. employee walkout

United Steelworkers (USW) union 
members throughout eastern Kentucky 
and southern West Virginia concluded 
their 25-day strike against Appalachian 
Regional Healthcare, with approxi- 
mately 2,700 ARH employees returning 
to work. 

USW members voted to ratify a 
three-year contract with ARH until 
March 3 1, 2010, which includes defined 
benefit pensions, two wage increases an- 
nually and limited increases in employee 
contributions to health insurance premi- 
ums. 

“This vote allows our members to 
return to what they do best,” USW Dis- 
trict 8 Director Ernest R. “Billy” Thomp- 
son said in an April 25 press 
release. “And that is providing the fin- 
est patient care in all of Appalachia while 
earning decent wages and knowing their 
future is secured by a pension.” 

ARH President and CEO Jerry 
Haynes said the regional healthcare or- 
ganization is also looking to the future. 

“We look forward to moving ahead 
and resuming normal operations at our 
facilities,” Haynes said in an April 25 
press release. “We regret that the strike 
lasted for 25 days and that the commu- 
nities we serve were affected. It is the 
intent of both ARH and the USW to 
work together in serving our patients in 
the future.” 

Approximately 100 local home 
health, home care store and hospital 
employees participated in the strike 
since April 1, with Morgan County ARH 
remaining fully operational through the 
walkout’s duration. 



West Liberty treatment 
plant one of 24 in state 
recognized at conference 

The West Liberty water treatment 
plant is among 24 in Kentucky that have 
won awards from the state Division of 
Water in recognition of their success in 
producing drinking water that consis- 
tently meets or exceeds state water qual- 
ity standards. 

Through their voluntary participation 
in the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s Area- Wide Optimization Pro- 
gram, 154 public and water treatments 
were asked to reduce turbidity levels 
below those required by state and fed- 
eral regulations. Turbidity, or cloudiness, 
of water can be caused by sand and dirt 
as well as bacteria and viruses. Particle 
removal is critical for producing water 
that is free from dirt and microbes that 
can cause water- borne diseases. 

Four water systems — Rattlesnake 
Ridge Water District, Greenburg, Lon-

space for new businesses, has yet to 
capitalize on that trend. 

When it was opened in 2003 by the 
University of Kentucky, hopes were high 
that the $6.6 million facility would be- 
come a catalyst for bringing Morgan and 
surrounding rural counties into the tech- 
nology/communications age — first as 
a regional high-tech communications 
learning center to develop a computer- 
smart work force, and secondly, as a 
magnet for high-tech businesses with 
high-paying jobs to offer. 

There have been some small suc- 
cesses but the center thus far has not 
lived up to expectations. Even the on- 
site presence of a regional business in- 
cubation center to assist new entrepre- 
neurs who want to establish their own 
businesses has not generated much ex- 
citement. 

A planned computer technology 
training program for area high school 
graduates in fact has never gotten off the 
ground. Efforts to recruit students for 
training programs that could lead to 
$50,000 a year entry-level salaries have 
generated little interest among graduat- 
ing high school students or others in the 
area. The reason for this has raised a 
troublesome question. Was it a lack of 
support from UK for recruitment efforts 
or was it a lack of interest on the part of 
graduating high school students? The 
answer to this question could be a fac- 
tor in determining the future direction 
the center will take. 

Center director, Porter Dailey, said in 
a recent interview he is hopeful that new 
leadership from Morehead State Univer- 
sity will provide the dynamism needed 
to reenergize the center’s existing pro- 
grams as the University develops its own 
course for utilizing the facilities. 

MSU will take over the center on July 
1 after two years of negotiations with 
UK. Because it is located adjacent to 
MSU’s West Liberty Campus and just a

Rural Dev. funds 
complete $5.7 mil. 
for sewer impvts. 

WASHINGTON, DC.— U.S. Rep. 
Harold “Hal” Rogers (KY-05) an- 
nounced this week that the City of West 
Liberty will receive $530,000 in federal 
grants and loans to upgrade its waste- 
water treatment plant, to round out a 
sewer system upgrade that will cost $5.7 
million and when completed will sup- 
port projected economic and tourism de- 
velopment. 

The funding comes from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s Rural De- 
velopment Fund and will improve 
wastewater treatment and collection sys- 
tems for nearly 600 existing customers 
and extend infrastructure to the new el- 
ementary school at Greear. 

“This critical investment in Morgan 
County’s public infrastructure enables 
economic opportunities that historically 
have been lacking in this area,” said Rep. 
Rogers. “This investment gives this com- 
munity a level playing field with the re- 
liable infrastructure needed to attract 
business and residential growth.” 

The $530,000 is in the form of a low- 
interest loan of $400,000 and a grant of 
$130,000. The USD A funding comes on 
the heels of other federal funds to launch 
the project including $1 million in Hous- 
ing and Urban Development Commu- 
nity Development Block Grants and a 
$2 million U.S. EPA grant. 

Rogers is aq senior member of the 
House Appropriations Committee.

Kentucky Hiring New 
Education Commissioner

Barbara Erwin has my deep- 
est sympathy. 

She is the suburban Chicago 
school superintendent who is the 
unofficial choice of the Kentucky 
Board of Education to be the 
state’s new education commis- 
sioner. 

The board met unofficially last 
week to choose Erwin from 
among three finalists to replace 
former Commissioner Gene 
Wilhoit, who left the job last fall 
to take a position in Washington. 

The board is expected offi- 
cially to hire Erwin in early may. 
She will probably take over the 
$220,000 per year job July 1. 

Erwin has solid credentials for 
taking Kentucky’s top education 
job: she has been a classroom 
teacher and school principal. She 
has been superintendent of school 
systems in Texas and Arizona. 
She comes to Kentucky from a 
suburban Illinois school system. 
She has a doctorate in education 
administration, although Ken- 
tuckians have to forgive her for 
getting it at Indiana University. 

So why the sympathy? 

Erwin’s responsibility will be 
to take over a faltering education 
reform program that is seriously 
underfunded, with a goal of all 
kentucky students achieving pro- 
ficient status by 2014, only seven 
years distant. 

A most recent survey sug- 
gested only about 40 percent of 
Kentucky students had achieved 
proficiency after 17 years and 
untold billions of federal, state 
and local tax dollars spent on 
schools. 

She inherits an education sys- 
tem that graduates tens of thou- 
sands of students a year from high 
school, and mot of those gradu- 
ates who then enter college must 
have remedial classes in funda- 
mental subjects before they can 
be allowed into college-level 
classes. 

Erwin will contend with a new 
governor (or an old governor 
without much leadership ability) 
who may or may not have a com- 
mitment to the 1990 Kentucky 
Education Reform Act. 

And she will have to deal with 
a General Assembly incapable of 
standing up to the Kentucky Edu- 
cation Association to enact leg- 
islation awarding bonuses to top- 



flight science and math teachers. 
The KEA< she will soon dis- 
cover, insists on cookie-cutter 
salary scales for the good, the bad 
and merely indifferent no matter 
what the subject taught. 

That same General Assembly 
may try to dictate employee 
health insurance benefit policies 
to universities even as it cannot 
resolve cost problems with health 
insurance benefits for retired 
teachers and state government 
employees. 

And as a new Kentucky state 
employee, she very well may 
have to be a savvy instructor to 
save money for her own retire- 
ment. 

Erwin will be expected to lead 
a statewide system of public edu- 
cation that, by conservative esti- 
mate, is a billion dollars 
underfunded to meet the chal- 
lenge put it by the 1990 reform 
act. 

She will oversee too many 
school districts - 175 - ranging 
from tiny, rural counties to 
sprawling urban areas, containing 
1,200 schools, some new and 
modern and others old and de- 
crepit, with a student population 
of more than 650,000 students. 

Erwin will have to rely on an 
accountability test of student 
achievement that is changed to 
meet the political whim of state 
politicians, some of whom could 
not pass the test if they were 
given crib sheets. 

She arrives in a certifiably red 
state with overwhelmingly blue 
voter registration, and a divided 
legislature that has been known 
simply to adjourn without pass- 
ing a state budget to finance state 
government, including the school 
system she will have to charge of. 

From her new office, Erwin 
will be able to look out across a 
capital city where associations 
representing teachers, school su- 
perintendents and school boards 
exercise strong influence and will 
not hesitate to cross her when it 
is in their interest to do so. 

But if Barbara Erwin can deal 
effectively with all these multiple 
hurdles, headaches and heart- 
breaks involved in leading Ken- 
tucky schools, and make serious 
progress toward that 2014 profi- 
ciency goal, she will not have 
needed sympathy from me or 
anyone else.

half hour drive from Morehead ’s 
main campus, officials at both 
universities as well as many lo- 
cal leaders seem to be in agree- 
ment that “MSU is the best fit” 
for both the center and the com- 
munity, as well as the region. 

It remains to be seen what di- 
rection MSU intends to take — 
the center could easily provide 
space for expansion of the cur- 
rent academics program offered 
on the campus of MSU at West 
Liberty. 

According to a spokesperson 
for MSU President Dr. Wayne 
Andrews, a high-level panel of 
University vice presidents and 
deans is expected within a mat- 
ter of days to announce plans for 
the transition and for utilizing the 
facility in a way planners believe 
will best serve the needs of the 



efforts to lure new technology- 
based businesses. That plan re- 
sulted in the formation of the 
Office of the New Economy, 
which located regional business 
incubation centers across the 
state and promotes technology- 
based workforce training. 

While owned by the county, 
the cost of building, equipping, 
and maintaining the Technology 
Center was born by the state and 
UK. The building’s total cost in- 
cluded the new Morgan County 
Library on the first floor, which 
was funded by the state Depart- 
ment of Libraries. It is assumed 
that any MSU plan would con- 
tinue UK’s commitment to main- 
taining the upkeep of the Library.

Last week, F. Stacy wanted to 
know why the magistrates from 
the previous administration “let 
things build up this far before 
checking the county’s spending” 
and not looking out for the wel- 
fare of our county.”

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The Judge’s Corner

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and staff. 

It has been a busy spring and 
a few weeks since I have written 
my column. With the thaw of 
roads, this has been a busy year 
fixing potholes and looking for 
ways to improve our road system. 

We started pulling ditch lines 
in District 2 in March and hope 
to move into District 4 around the 
first week of May. The roadside 
mowers have started mowing in 
District 1. We hope to have all 
districts mowed by Memorial 
Day. 

Now on to the big question 
about a proposed payroll tax. As 
we do our budget each year we 
are required by law and have 
taken a constitutional oath to 
have a balanced budget by July 
1 of each year. We are currently 
paying a debt of four million dol- 
lars that was left from a previous 
administration. Our jail bill, 
which we are mandated to pay, 
is soaring upward. This year, we 
will budget close to four hundred 
thousand dollars $400,000.00) 
for jail costs. We pay close to four 
hundred thousand dollars 
($400,000.00) per year on the 
four million dollar road depart- 
ment debt. The cost of fuel has 
skyrocketed and the price of do- 
ing business in general is high. 
The last time Morgan County had 
a revenue increase was in 1994. 
We can not continue to meet the 
mandated expenses and provide 
the service that you expect from 
county government on this bud- 
get. 

Enclosed is a letter from the 
state finance office that was writ- 
ten to me. It gives us three 
choices, as follows: 1) Cut ex- 
penses. 2 )Raise revenues. 3) 
Combination of both. The letter 
is printed below. 

We have the proposed budget 
in my office. Anyone interested 
in discussing or going over the 
budget is welcome to stop by my 
office or give me a call at 743- 
3897. The proposed increase is 
only $1.50 per $100.00 and will 
go into our general fund to meet 
our obligation to the state and 
fund emergency services, such as 
Fire Departments, Rescue Squad, 
etc. It will help with military fu- 
nerals provided by the D.A.V., 
help the VFW and Historical So- 
ciety maintain the Museum. It 
will allow for more funding for 
our Youth and Senior Activities 
and Industrial growth in Morgan 
County. 

Seventy-five counties in the 
state have already passed a pay- 
roll tax ordinance, and counties 
that flourish have attributed it to 
this ordinance. If you work in any 
county other than Morgan, most 
likely you are already paying a 



payroll tax. You will not be 
double taxed. 

A lot of the growth/infrastruc- 
ture and new equipment that you 
have seen in the past four years 
has come to us through grants 
and earmarked funds. 

What you will see in the fu- 
ture is that we will not waste your 
money. We will build a better and 
brighter future for Morgan 
County. 

Fetter from Richard J. 
Ornstein follows: 

Judge Conley: 

The Governor’s Office for 
Focal Development, through the 
State Focal Finance Officer 
(SFFO) has the duty to review 
and approve where appropriate, 
all county budgets for compli- 
ance with state law (§§KRS 
68.210 - 68-360). Where the 
SFFO finds that a county’s bud- 
get does not comply with state 
law, the SFPO shall not approve 
that county’s budget. As SFFO 
approval is required for a lawful 
county budget (KRS.68.250), the 
refusal of the SFFO to approve a 
county budget would result in 
that county not having a lawful 
budget and being unable to ex- 
pend any funds. 

Arguably, the most important 
item that the SFPO reviews in a 
county budget is whether the 
county budget is balanced. This 
means that revenues must equal 
or exceed expenditures. Ken- 
tucky Constitution §157b man- 
dates: “No city, county, or tax- 
ing district shall expend any 
funds in any fiscal year in excess 
of the revenues for that fiscal 
year.” The Kentucky General 
Assembly has reinforced § 1576’s 
constitutional mandate with the 
adoption of KRS.68. 110(1). KRS 
§68.110(1) states: “The fiscal 
court shall not in any year expend 
any money in excess of the 
amount annually leveled and col- 
lected for that year...” Based on 
the aforementioned provisions, it 
is apparent that a county shall not 
have an unbalanced budget with 
expenditures exceeding rev- 
enues. 

From our telephone conversa- 
tions, it is apparent that Morgan 
County will be unable to pass a 
balanced budget for fiscal year 
2007-08 without some changes 
being made. As you are aware, it 
is up to Morgan County to deter- 
mine how it wishes to rectify this 
financial shortfall. Any changes 
Morgan County makes will need 
to follow one of the following 
scenarios: cut expenses; raise 
revenues, or a combination of 
both cuts and revenue measures. 
As we discussed, a county has 
few general revenue measures 
available to it. These revenue 



measures are as follows: (1) a 
property tax, (2) an occupational 
license fee/net profits fee, (3) an 
insurance premium tax. All coun- 
ties, including Morgan County 
have the statutorily required 
property tax. In addition, Morgan 
County already collects an insur- 
ance premium tax. While this in- 
surance levy may be increased, 
state law mandates that any 
change occur at least 100 days 
prior to the start of the fiscal 
year. As we have already passed 
that threshold date, Morgan 
County may not increase its in- 
surance premium tax for the up- 
coming fiscal year. Therefore, 
should Morgan County need to 
raise revenues. Morgan County 
would appear to be limited to the 
occupational license fee/net prof- 
its fee. Please understand that this 
agency is not recommending that 
Morgan County enact an occu- 
pational license fee/net profits 
fee. It is simply one option open 
to Morgan County in balancing 
its budget. 

Should Morgan County not 
wish to face this constitutional 
requirement responsibility, and 
should Morgan County not adopt 
a balanced budget with SFPO 
approval, this agency may be 
forced to file suit July 1, 2007, 
against the Morgan County Fis- 
cal Court and its members, in 
their official capacity, to require 
passage of a balanced budget. 
Again, without an approved bal- 
anced budget, Morgan County 
will be unable to expend any 
funds regardless of the purpose. 
Filing suit is not a step that this 
agency takes lightly. However, 
this agency has been tasked by 
the Kentucky General Assembly, 
through its enacted statutes, to 
make certain that the citizens of 
each county have the benefit of a 
county government responsible 
for its fiscal matters. 

Should I be able to be of fur- 
ther service, or should you desire 
staff to visit Morgan County to 
discuss this matter further, do not 
hesitate to contact me.

Maintaining military might

Some things we have come to 
count on. Old Faithful will erupt 
every 90 minute or so. Halley’s 
Comet will return every 75 years. 
The United States will always 
have the world’s most powerful 
military. 

That last item is especially 
important. We won the Cold War 
“without firing a shot,” as Lady 
Thatcher put it, because the So- 
viet Union did not want to risk a 
direct confrontation with our 
armed forces. 

Our military remains unparal- 
leled today. We have the only 
blue-water navy, the best- 
equipped, best-trained army and 
Marine Corps, and the world’s 
most powerful air force. But, un- 
less we renew our financial sup- 
port for the military, that su- 
premacy in defense may soon be 
a thing of the past. 

On Feb. 27, Director of Na- 
tional Intelligence Michael 
McConnell warned the Senate 
that China is building its military 
“to reach some state of parity with 
the United States” and “would 
become an increasing threat over 
time.” 

That threat could develop 



quickly. 

Money is like yeast, and the 
Chinese are pouring unprec- 
edented amounts into their mili- 
tary. Last month, China’s Na- 
tional People’s Congress an- 
nounced it would increase the 
country’s military budget by 17.8 
percent this year, to a total of $45 
billion. 

But even this sum grossly un- 
derstates the true scope of China’s 
buildup. The CIA estimates that 
Beijing shelled out $135 billion 
for its military last year, when you 
include foreign arms purchases, 
subsidies to military industries, 
China’s space program (which the 
Central Military Commission 
controls) and the 660,000 mem- 
ber “People’s Armed Police.” 

My colleague John Tkacik, a 
retired diplomat who served with 
the foreign service in China, in- 
sists even that is low-balling it. He 
notes that the World Bank pegs 
China’s total GDP in “purchas- 
ing power parity” terms at about 
$10 trillion in 2006 - meaning 
one gets bout four times the 
“bang” for a “billion bucks” in 
China’s arms industry than the 
Pentagon gets. Beijing’s military 
spending, in purchasing power 
parity terms, would be around

Inspection Period For The 
Property Tax Assessment Roll 

The Morgan County real property tax roll will be opened 
for inspection from May 7-May 21, 2007. Under the 
supervision of property valuation administrator or one of 
the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2007 assessment on which state, 
county and school taxes for 2007 will be due about Sept. 
15, 2007. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation 
administrator in the county courthouse and may be 
inspected between the hours of 8 a.m. and 4 weekdays, 
Saturdays by appointment. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real 
property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may 
be held prior to or during the inspection period, but not 
after the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment 
appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in 
person or sending a letter or other written petition stating 
the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and 
stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the 
property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office 
or P.V.A. office during inspection period no later than one 
work day following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, 
either in person or by designated representative, will not 
be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be 
made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property taxpayers shall be served notice under the 
provision of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and 
appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does 
not agree with the assessed value of personal property as 
determined by the office of property valuation 
administrator: 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) 
what he believes to be the fair cash value of his 
property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the 
Department of Revenue, Office of Property 
Valuation within 30 days from the date of the 
notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 
131.110. 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue 
may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals.

$450 billion - about what the U.S. 
spends even while fighting a glo- 
bal war on terror. 

Consider, too, where Beijing 
is investing. 

China plans to slide under our 
navy. It already boasts a fleet of 
29 modern submarines, including 
13 super-quiet Russian-made 
Kilo class subs and 14 Chinese- 
made Song and Yuan class diesel 
electric submarines. At least 10 
more of these subs are in China’s 
shipyards, together with five new 
nuclear ballistic missile and at- 
tack subs. 

In the skies, China’s once-di- 
lapidated air force already con- 
tains hundreds of Russian-made 
fighters, and reportedly plans to 
acquire at least 250 more. Mean- 
while, China adds more than 100 
short-range ballistic missiles to its 
arsenal annually. Virtually all are 
aimed at America’s ally, the 
democratic island of Taiwan, 
which China has long insisted it 
will annex someday. 

The Chinese are not coy about 
their long-term plans. Beijing last 
year announced its army will 
move “from regional defense to 
trans-regional mobility,” includ- 
ing “long-distance maneuvers, 
paid assaults and special opera- 
tions.” Its air force will expand 
“its capabilities in the areas of air 
strike, air and missile defense, 
early warning and reconnais- 
sance, and strategic projection.” 
Those are direct threats to Ameri- 
can dominance. 

China now spends an esti- 
mated 4.5 percent of its $2.5 tril- 
lion GDP on defense (the U.S. 
spends 3.9 percent). To continue 
projecting our interests, we will 
need to devote at least 4 percent 
of our GDP to defense. 

That is more than we have 
spent since 1995. But it has been 
awhile since we faced a rising 
threat like the one China poses to- 
day. It is a serious military threat 
that demands serious military 
spending.

As I turn back the pages of 
memory I see myself sitting in 
Button Auditorium at Morehead 
State University along with prob- 
ably 200 kids from ten different 
counties. We were watching a 
Russian communist who was giv- 
ing a speech. He was degrading 
capitalism and he was verbally 
trashing American values. I asked 
myself, “Why don’t someone say 
something? He’s only a man. 
We’re 200.” The more I thought 
about it, the more scared I be- 
came. Should I have stood up and 
told him to take his ideas and stick 
them? What would he think of 
that? What would the kids think 
of that? What if I was the only 
one thinking that? What if I was 
wrong? Finally, a kid said exactly 
what I was thinking! Then an- 
other kid said the same thing, and 
another, but not me. 

This kind of negative thinking 
has plagued me all my life. In 
high school I would hide behind 
my classmates when the teacher 
asked a question for fear of her 
calling on me and me giving the 
wrong answer. Even if I knew the 
right answer, I was always 
plagued by the thought, “What if 
I was wrong?” 

When I turned 18 I was just 
beginning to reap the benefits of 
what was promised to all of us 
who made it to the defining year. 
That promise was that we would 
be expected to function as an 
adult. A1 of a sudden how we con- 
ducted ourselves really mattered 
and so did our opinions. We were 
not children anymore. And with 
that said, we also had to answer 
for what we did. If we broke the 
law and got caught, we knew we 
would be punished. If we did im- 
moral and disrespectful things, 
we would get ridiculed by our 
peers. We were no longer children 
and we were expected to act like 
responsible adults. 

In (“God, Emperor of Dune) 
1981, Frank Herbert wrote, 
“Most civilization is based on 
cowardice. It’s so easy to civilize 
by teaching cowardice. You wa- 
ter down the standards which lead 
to bravery. You restrain the will. 
You regulate the appetite. You 
fence in the horizons. YOU 
MAKE A LAW FOR EVERY 
MOVEMENT. You deny the ex- 
istence of chaos. You teach even 
the children to breathe slowly. 
YOU TAME.” 

When I was in the Army I was 
the perfect soldier. There was no 
rebellion and if there is no rebel- 
lion they you are easy to program. 
I did what I was told with a “Yes, 



Sir” or “Yes, Sergeant.” 

All of my life I have never bro- 
ken any laws. Wait a minute! Let 
me rephrase that. I have never got 
caught breaking any laws. When 
I drove a car I would speed but 
never more than three or four 
miles over the limit. Why? Be- 
cause I was afraid of what people 
would think of me if I got caught. 
I’ve only been drunk in my life 
probably seven times. Why? I 
loved the taste of beer, but for 
years I wouldn’t drink it because 
I was afraid of what people would 
think of me. 

Then one September day in 
1992, 1 don’t know the exact one, 
I was doing a funeral for a girl 
who had gotten killed on an all 
terrain vehicle. She was a beauti- 
ful, intelligent girl who had her 
whole life ahead of her. The only 
difference between her and me 
was in one swift moment her life 
was gone. 

There were hundreds of fam- 
ily members and friends at the 
graveside, including many of her 
classmates. All of them were dev- 
astated and asking questions like, 
“Why did this happen to her? 
How could such a thing happen?” 
It was the saddest funeral I had 
ever been to and I deal with death 
every day. They were saying 
things like, “She had her whole 
life ahead of her and she was just 
starting to live.” Her mom was so 
distraught that she missed the fu- 
neral. Later I found out they had 
put her in the hospital due to her 



emotional state. When they 
opened up the casket, her dad was 
holding onto her and would not 
let her go. He was hysterical and 
emotionally devastated to he 
point where he was unwilling to 
accept the fact that his daughter 
was gone from this life. For a 
stranger to death, that scene 
would have been the ultimate eye 
opener, but to me this was a scene 
I faced everyday. Through the 
years of doing funerals my re- 
sponse to death has been unemo- 
tional and cold. 

That night, I woke up in a cold 
sweat from the exact same night- 
mare I had witnessed that day. 
Only this time, I was the one ly- 
ing in the casket! This epiphany 
changed my life. I knew “I must 
face my fear (qtd. in Dune 230). 
I knew that my life was measured 
by one thing and that thing was 
fear. I had to take control of my 
life! I realized that when I faced 
my fear I had done no more than 
many who had come before me 
had done. I also knew that in the 
eyes of the world a feat such as 
this is rarely remembered because 
each of us must face this same 
fear almost every day. 

But where death is but the end 
of the journey for most, to me, 
“the Gravedigger” who faces 
death everyday it but a constant 
reminder of me lying there in the 
casket, motionless, screaming out 
to a deaf audience, “Listen to me! 
Hear what I have to say!”

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Monfurd Peyton - An Officer and a Gentleman 

Cannel City native awarded Distinguished Flying Cross for heroism in aerial combat

Monfurd Kenneth Peyton was 
born at Cannel City in Morgan 
County April 26, 1912, the son of 
Mack K. and Nannie Wells 
Peyton. Monfurd had four broth- 
ers, Minor, Warren L., Vernon, 
and Anthony, and one sister, 
Vivian. He graduated from Mt. 
Carmel High School and Asbury 
College. 

Monfurd enlisted in the United 
States Marine Corps 14 April 
1934 and received his basic com- 
bat training at Parris Island, South 
Carolina. He was commissioned 
a 2nd Lt. on 27 June 1938 and 
transferred to the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard for more training 
through 1 May 1939. He then 
served as Executive Officer of the 
Marine Guard aboard the USS 
Brooklyn until July 1940. At that 
time 2nd Lt. Peyton transferred 
to the Recruit Depot at San Di- 
ego, then to Pensacola Naval Air 
Station at Pensacola, Florida, for 
flight training. After completing 
flight training he served as a flight 
instructor at Pensacola until No- 
vember 1942. 

While at Pensacola he was 
promoted to 1st Lt. in June 1941 
and Captain in February 1942. 
Captain Peyton received orders to 
report for combat duty in the Pa- 
cific Theater. He left the continen- 
tal U.S. 19 January 1943 with 
nine other Marine aviators and 
arrived at Pearl Harbor 31 Janu- 
ary and assigned to VMF Squad- 
ron 213. The V indicated heavier 
than air craft, the M stood for 
Marine and the F for Fighting. 
The squadron had daily training 
in combat flying, tactics, gunnery, 
navigation and familiarization. 
The squadron strength was 213 
enlisted men and 32 officers. 
Training was completed on 11 
February and preparations were 
made to board ship for destina- 
tion unknown. Captain Peyton 
and 30 enlisted men boarded the 
USS Wright and departed Pearl 
Harbor on the 12th. The rest of 
the squadron personnel and 
equipment departed on the 20th. 

VMF 213 was destined for a 
tour of duty on Guadalcanal Is- 
land in the Solomon Island Chain 
in the South Pacific. Guadalcanal 
had been taken from the Japanese 
by the Marines after several 
months of bitter fighting in the 
summer/fall of 1942. The 
Solomon Campaign was the first 
Allied counter-offensive of the 
Pacific War. The Japanese had 
constructed a large airfield there 
to be used in a planned offensive 
against Australia. After the cap- 
ture. the field was named 
Henderson Field in honor of Ma- 
jor Lofton Henderson, a Marine 
aviator lost in the Battle of Mid- 
way. 

Captain Peyton was promoted 
to Major 28 February 1943. VMF 
213 ground personnel offloaded 
equipment and personal gear and 
set up for operations at 
Henderson Field. The Marine 
aviators flew to their duty station 
from aircraft carriers off the coast 
of Guadalcanal. They were fly- 
ing brand new Chance-Vaught 
F4U Corsair fighter planes. The 
Corsair was a large “gull winged” 
fighter with a massive 2000 
horsepower Pratt & Whitney 
Double Wasp Radial 18 cylinder 
engine turning a 13 foot, four inch 



prop. The aircraft was fast, well 
armed and fitted with armor plat- 
ing to protect the pilot. 

It was equipped with self-seal- 
ing fuel tanks to help prevent fire 
and was painted a brilliant blue 
to blend in with the blue water of 
the Pacific Ocean. The Corsair 
was known as “The Whistling 
Death” by Japanese pilots. 

The pilots of VMF 213 were 
anxious to get into the war and 
meet the enemy. They would 
come up against veteran Japanese 
pilots with many years experience 
in China and the Pacific War. The 
Japanese fighter aircraft was 
mainly the Mitsubishi A6M 2/3 
known as the “Zero” by Ameri- 
can pilots. It was a fast, easily 
maneuvered airplane armed with 
two 20MM cannon and two 7.7 
MM machine guns. The Zero’s 
weaknesses were lack of armor 
plating for pilot protection and 
self sealing fuel tanks. This model 
Zero took part in the attack on 
Pearl Harbor with 4335 being 
built through mid- 1943. 

The Marine pilots spent the 
first few weeks learning the area 
that they would be operating in. 
Many days were spent on stand 
down because of tropical rains 
that turned their living area into 
a sea of mud. Clothing and equip- 
ment soon began to mildew and 
rot in the hot, wet climate. On 
Good Friday, 23 April 1943 an- 
other downpour drenched the 
squadron. The next day was the 
same with the pilots itching to get 
into action. Their boredom was 
about to come to an end. 

Easter Sunday, 25 April 
dawned with bright blue skies and 
sunshine. Easter services were 
held for men of all faiths at 
Henderson Field. Three divisions 
of Corsairs (12) planes were as- 
signed to escort 6 SBD Douglas 
Dauntless dive bombers on a 
bombing mission against a Japa- 



nese airfield on Kolombagara Is- 
land later that day. 

At 1000 hours the three divi- 
sions took off and rendezvoused 
with the SBD’s over Savo Island 
near Guadalcanal. One division 
(4 planes) was led by Major 
Peyton with Lt. Vedder, Lt. Peck 
and Lt. Eckart in the other three 
planes in his division. The forma- 
tion climbed to 17,000 feet and 
headed northwest to the target. 
Cloud cover over the scheduled 
target prevented accurate bomb- 
ing so the formation diverted to 
other targets. Major Peyton led 
his division over Blackett Straight 
and down to 200 feet for a straf- 
ing attack against enemy supply 
barges and troop barges. Blackett 
Straight was where President 
John F. Kennedy’ s torpedo boat, 
PT 109, was cut in two by a Japa- 
nese destroyer on the night of 1 
August 1943. 

After the attack Major Peyton 
led his division back toward 
Henderson Field at 3 100 feet. He 
stated that he saw a large forma- 
tion of planes 20-30 miles south 
of them headed towards 
Guadalcanal. Lt. Eckart spotted 
the formation at about the same 
time and “waggled” his wings to 
alert Major Peyton. They were on 
radio silence and had to commu- 
nicate by sign language. 

“I immediately began to climb 
to the left in a wide circle away 
from the enemy” said Major 
Peyton. They made the climb be- 
hind a cloud that extended up to 
about 11,000 feet. 

The enemy formation could be 
seen through a hole in the cloud. 
Twelve to fifteen Japanese twin 
engine Mitsubishi (Betty) bomb- 
ers escorted by 30-35 Zero fight- 
ers were in the formation. Major 
Peyton had to make a quick deci- 
sion of whether to return to base 
and sound a warning or to attack 
the superior force in hopes of 
turning them back. He was aware 
that a large number of American 
ships were in the harbors around 
Tulagi and Guadalcanal and he 
felt that dispersing the formation 
was the right decision. Although 
outnumbered, Maior Peyton and 
his fellow pilots did not hesitate 
to engage the enemy. The four 
Corsairs were spotted at 12,000 
feet by the Japanese. As they 
reached 14,000 feet at a speed of 
180 knots they were attacked by 
eight Zero fighters. Major Peyton 
criss-crossed over Lt. Vedder and 
fired point blank at a Zero and 
watched as it completely disinte- 
grated. He shot a second Zero 
scoring direct hits in the cockpit 
area. It spun away giving off 
black smoke and was last seen 
heading into the water. He hit a 
third at close enough range to see 
the pilot slump forward and the 
burning plane fall toward the 
water. A Zero worked its way be- 



hind Major Peyton and began fir- 
ing at him. Lt. Vedder fired his 
six .50 caliber Browning machine 
guns into the enemy plane and 
shot him down. The sky was full 
of swirling, diving Japanese 
planes trying to shoot down the 
four Americans. At that point with 
ammunition running low Major 
Peyton ordered his flight to head 
for home base. 

After diving away and reach- 
ing an altitude of 150 feet Major 
Peyton could see none of the 
other planes. His plane had been 
hit several times and hot oil fumes 
filled the cockpit, forcing him to 
open the canopy and remove his 
goggles. Just west of Baruko Is- 
land a lone Japanese Zero at- 
tacked and shot out part of his 
hydraulic system and his radio 
transmitter. He could hear home 
base “Knucklehead” but could 
not respond. Upon landing at 
Henderson Field he had 30 gal- 
lons of fuel and 600 rounds of 
ammunition left. His Corsair had 
78 bullet holes in it; both wing 
tanks shot full of holes and his 
engine oil tank dry. The armor 
plating around the pilot’s seat was 
hit numerous times. Lt. Peck re- 
turned to Henderson with heavy 
damage to his plane. They anx- 
iously awaited Lt. Vedder and Lt. 
Eckhart but they never arrived. 
Major Peyton was taken to the 
field hospital with bullet wounds 
in his left arm and leg. Vedder and 
Eckhart were listed as MIA’s. 
Routine patrols were conducted 



on Monday 26 April but no sign 
of the missing airmen was found. 

The next day word was re- 
ceived at the base that Lt. Vedder 
was safe with an Australian coast 
watcher. He later gave his account 
of the battle and events afterward. 
He stated that the last time he saw 
Lt. Eckhart approximately 10 
Zero fighters were attacking him. 

He did not see Eckhart after 
the fighting slacked off. While 
attacking a Zero fighter another 
one came from Vedder ’s right and 
shot up his right aileron. He could 
not control the Corsair after that 
and attempted to bail out at 
10,000 feet but was unable to exit 
the cockpit. He was able to “loop” 
the plane and got out while up- 
side down at about 700 feet above 
the water. “I fell about 200 feet 
before I pulled the ripcord. The 
parachute opened with a terrific 
jerk and I landed in the water un- 
harmed,” said Lt. Vedder. While 
in the water he saw two more 
Zero’s fall out of the sky and into 
the ocean about eight miles from 
him. He was about 7 miles from 
shore and after inflating his small 
rubber raft he reached Vangunu 
Island at 1800 hours as dusk was 
beginning to settle in. He was 
about two miles from a known 
Japanese installation so he 
walked 3 miles east to a native 
village, hoping that they were 
friendly. All of the inhabitants 
fled except for two, one of them 
was able to speak English. The 
others soon returned and provided 
him with sweet potatoes to eat. 
He gave them chocolate from his 
emergency kit which pleased 
them very much. Lt. Vedder 
treated his wounds, then was 
given a straw mat and a hut to 
sleep in. He awoke the next morn- 
ing (26th) and had sweet potatoes 
for breakfast. He was taken by 
canoe to another village and met 
the Australian coast watcher who 
arranged for a PB Y Catalina Fly- 
ing Boat (plane) to pick him up 
near New Georgia Island. He was 
returned to Tulagi near 
Guadalcanal and rejoined his 
squadron on the 27. 

Lt. Eckhart continues to be 
listed as missing in action today. 
His name is listed on the Wall of 
the Missing at the American 



Cemetery at Manila, Philippine 
Islands. During the action Lt. 
Peck is credited with 1 Zero, Lt. 
Vedder with 2 and Major Peyton 
with 3. More were certainly shot 
down but could not be confirmed. 
Major Peyton was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross by 
Admiral William F. “Bull” 
Halsey. The citation reads as fol- 
lows: 

“For heroism and extraordi- 
nary achievement while partici- 
pating in aerial attacks against the 
enemy as a fighter pilot attached 
to a Marine aircraft group oper- 
ating in the Solomon Islands area 
during the period from April 13 
to May 10, 1943. Major Peyton 
led three highly successful straf- 
ing attacks against enemy posi- 
tions, and also several photo- 
graphic and escort missions over 
New Georgia, Rekata Bay and 
Munda. All flights were skillfully 
led in spite of heavy anti-aircraft 
fire. On April 25, while returning 
from a strafing attack, his flight 
contacted an enemy formation of 
about sixteen twin engined bomb- 
ers protected by thirty two fight- 
ers. Disregarding the overwhelm- 
ing odds, he attacked without 
hesitation and personally sent 
three fighter planes flaming into 
the sea before his supply of fuel 
and ammunition became danger- 
ously low. The remainder of his 
squadron accounted for three 
other fighter planes. 

In spite of painful wounds and 
a badly damaged plane, he re- 
turned safely to his base. His cou- 
rageous conduct was in keeping 
with the highest traditions of the 
United States Naval Service.” 

Major Peyton was transferred 
to VMF 221 after recovering 
from his wounds. He served as 
commanding officer from 2 June 
1943 until 18 August and as CO 
of Turtle Bay Airfield (fighter 
strip) on Espirutu Santos, New 
Herbrides Islands, from 19 Au- 
gust 1943 until 9 April 1944. 
Major Peyton served in the Con- 
tinental United States the remain- 
der of World War II, being pro- 
moted to Lt. Colonel 30 July 
1944. He served as CO of VMF 
115 in Korea during the Korean 
War and was promoted to full

3 eyton retired in July 1960 after 
16 years of service in the United 
States Marine Corps. Colonel 
D eyton died 1 1 October 1982 and 
vas buried at Arlington National 
Hemetery. 

I have read for years about the 
Solomon Island Campaign and 
lad a distant cousin, Keith 
3 erkins, killed on Guadalcanal 
vhile serving there as a rifleman 
vith the Marines. Several years 
igo the popular T.V. show Baa 
Baa Blacksheep, about VMF 214 
ed by Major Gregory “Pappy” 
Boyington introduced many 
people to the Marine Fighting 
Squadrons and their part in the 
D acific War. I did not know Colo- 
lel Peyton personally but have 
ead about him and met his fam- 
ly. The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet named the new U.S. 460 
bridge at West Liberty in his 
lonor in 2001. State Representa- 
;ive John Will Stacy was instru- 
nental in introducing House Joint 
Resolution #19 honoring Colonel 
D eyton. 

Lindbergh Amyx, a veteran of 
he Chosin Reservoir battle in 
fCorea and 30 years service with 
he Marine Corps, knew him well. 
Hndberg stated that “Colonel 
D eyton was a fine officer and a 
gentleman” and lived up to the 
Marine Corps motto “Semper Fi”, 
neaning Always Faithful. 

Mrs. Florence Peyton, Colonel 
D eyton’s wife, and children do- 
lated a uniform and other items 
'or display in the Morgan County 
Tistory Museum a few years ago. 

This is a very brief account of 
m illustrious career of a Morgan 
bounty boy that did well and was 
villing to risk his life for the free- 
ioms that we enjoy today. 

In 1985, President Ronald 
Reagan said “Some people spend 
m entire lifetime wondering if 
hey made a difference, the Ma- 
ines do not have that problem.”

RATE ORDINANCE 
AMENDMENT 

An Ordinance Of The City Of West 
Liberty, Kentucky, Revising The Rates 
And Charges For The Services Rendered 
By The Water And Sewer System Of 
The City Of West Liberty 
WHEREAS, the City Council of the City 
of West Liberty, Kentucky (the "City"), is 
in the process of arranging to finance the 
construction of certain extensions, addi- 
tions and improvements to the existing 
water and sewer system (the "System") 
of the City, and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary in connec- 
tion with said plan of financing that the 
existing monthly water and sewer rates 
be revised, and 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED 
BY THE CITY OF WEST LIBERTY, KEN- 
TUCKY, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Revised Monthly Water 
Rates. That the rates and charges for 
water service furnished by the City are 
hereby revised as follows: 

A. Minimum Water Rate-In-Town. The 
minimum water bill shall be $4450 $1250 
per month for each water customer re- 
siding in the incorporated boundaries of 
the City and each such customer shall be 
entitled to 2,000 gallons (or less) of wa- 
ter in each month for such minimum 
charge. 

B. Meter Rates for Water Usage in 
Addition to Minimum Charge. Subject to 
the minimum monthly water rate speci- 
fied above, the following metered 
charges shall be made for each 2,000 gal- 
lons or less of water consumption per 
month to customers in accordance with 
their appropriate meter connection:

Section 5. All Former Provisions in 
Conflict Repealed; Effective Date of Or- 
dinance. That all orders, ordinances, mo- 
tions or parts thereof, insofar as same 
may be in conflict herewith, are repealed, 
and this Ordinance shall take effect from 
and after its passage, approval and pub- 
lication as provided by law.

Clot-busting drug 
guided by phone, 
saves rural patients 

“Stroke patients in rural hos- 
pitals can get safe, effective treat- 
ment with the use of a clot-bust- 
ing drug when a doctor from a 
larger hospital is on the telephone 
guiding the treatment,” reports 
Newswise, a research-reporting 
service.” These new findings 
have important implications for 
overcoming barriers to optimal 
stroke care in rural settings,” us- 
ing a clot-buster that must be ad- 
ministered within three hours of 
the stroke. 

“Expert guidance of this treat- 
ment over the telephone appears 
to be safe, practical, and effec- 
tive,” said the author of the study, 
Dr. Anand Vaishnav of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky Medical 
Center. 

The study evaluated 121 
stroke patients who were treated 
with the drug tissue plasminogen 
activator (tPA) at a rural commu- 
nity hospital by a stroke neurolo- 
gist who was on the telephone 
guiding the treatment. It found 
that 2.5 percent of rural patients 
treated by telephone had symp- 
tomatic bleeding in the brain, and 
7.5 percent died, compared to 6.4 
percent and 17 percent, respec- 
tively, in an urban study several 
years ago. 

Vaishnav presented his re- 
search May 2 at the meeting of 
the American Academy of Neu- 
rology in Boston.

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State health department releases 
updated influenza readiness plan 



The Kentucky Department for 
Public Health (DPH) has released 
an updated state pandemic influ- 
enza (flu) readiness plan aimed at 
protecting Kentucky residents in 
the event of a worldwide flu epi- 
demic. 

“Having a comprehensive 
plan in place to deal with an in- 
fluenza pandemic is essential to 
ensuring that all segments of our 
population are aware of their roles 
in the event of an outbreak,” said 
William D. Hacker, M.D., com- 
missioner for public health and 
acting undersecretary for health 
at the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services. “Our updated 
plan outlines the important mea- 
sures to take by state and local 
governments, health care provid- 
ers, schools, businesses, and most 
importantly, individual citizens. 
Although currently there is no cir- 
culating pandemic influenza 
strain, this update pandemic 
readiness plan will assist the state 
for a possible flu pandemic or dis- 
ease outbreak.” 

Kentucky initially prepared a 
pandemic flu plan in 2004 



through a coordinated effort of 
state partners and stakeholders. 
The latest version incorporates 
strategies recently developed by 
the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services (HHS). It 
outlines how DPH will coordi- 
nate with local, state and federal 
agencies, as well as other stake- 
holders, to ensure an effective 
overall response to a pandemic. 

The plan is organized into sec- 
tions that describe actions to be 
taken in each phase, including a 
new flu virus in Kentucky, meth- 
ods to coordinate medical care 
and steps to slow or prevent fur- 
ther spread of disease. 

Key plan components: 

• Laboratory and surveillance 
for early virus detection and con- 
trol; 

• Health care planning mea- 
sures for health care system re- 
sponse; 

• Infection control measures 
for health care settings, schools, 
workplaces and community set- 
tings; 

• Clinical guidelines for early 
identification and appropriate 



medical intervention for sus- 
pected pandemic flu cases; 

• Disease transmission infor- 
mation for containment and pre- 
vention of disease including 
travel management and legal au- 
thority for public health emergen- 
cies; 

• Public health communica- 
tions to provide accurate and 
timely coordinated messages; 

• Psychosocial consideration 
for psychological and behavior 
effects. 

Governor Fletcher hosted a 
state-level summit on pandemic 
flu planning with top federal 
health officials in early 2006 in 
Frankfort. Kentucky’s local 
health departments followed that 
effort with a series of 50 summits 
aimed at local community plan- 
ning involving all 120 counties. 

According to HHS, pandemic 
flu is virulent flu that causes a glo- 
bal outbreak, or pandemic, of se- 
rious illness. 

The updated flu plan is online 
at www.chfs.ky.gov/dph/epi/pre- 
paredness/ 
pandemicinfluenza.htm.

They were the Morgan 
County Jamboree. There was 
Brother Mose with his electric 
guitar, Ky. Troubadour Buck 
Horn, Jean and Jane - the Moun- 
tain Gals, Little Judy Ann, Cow 
Boy Shortie, Don Wayne From 
Mexico, Happy Jim, Sweet Sue, 
and Cousin Isabelle. 

All students at Cannel City 
High School, this group of young 
musicians entertained around the 
county and throughout the area 
in the early 1940s. 

Their real names were G. B. 
Honchul, Imogene and Ruth 
Dunn, Vivian Terrell, Jim and 
Marvin Franklin, Jr., Lillian Mor- 
ris, Bootsie Reed, Chalmer 
Gevedon (the only adult in the 
group, who played the fiddle), 
and Wendell Morris, who was an 
elementary student. 

They had a lot of fun and they 
provided much-appreciated live 
entertainment for a lot of folks in 
a time when about the only other 
source of musical entertainment 
was via radio. 

Some of their adventures were 
recounted at a recent meeting of 
the West Liberty Kiwanis Club 
by G. B. Honchul of Vance Fork, 
one of only two surviving mem- 
bers of the group. The other liv- 
ing member is Ruth Dunn. 

The group performed at local 
dances, pie suppers, and school 
functions at Cannel City High 
School and other schools around 
the county. They frequently per- 
formed their brand of country 
music at the courthouse on Main 
Street in West Liberty and at the 
old Rex Theater on Saturdays. 

The group also performed of- 
ten in surrounding towns — 
Sandy Hook, Campton, 
Salyersville, and even in 
Wheelright and places further 
distant, usually chaperoned by 
some of their interested teachers, 
even during summer vacation. 

Not bad for a group of high 
school students that enjoyed 
pickin’ and singin’ together and 
sharing their talents for the en- 
tertainment of others. 

Honchul recalled one of the 
group’s performances at nearby 
Adele. It was on a bitter cold, 
rainy night, but of course, “the 
show must go on,” and the young 
troupers decided to brave the 
weather and showed up on time, 
only to discover that the band 
outnumbered the people in the

audience. 

Once, to get to a booking in 
Sandy Hook, the whole group 
made the trip sitting on bales of 
hay in the back of a cattle truck. 
Often, Honchul said, the method 
of travel to play in nearby com- 
munities was by “shank’s mare.” 

In the 1940s when travel was 
difficult and times were hard, 
country music was the main 
source of entertainment in rural 
areas and many well-known ra- 
dio performers spent a good deal 



of their time on the road touring 
small towns throughout the 
South. Honchul recalls that the 
late and famous Bill Monroe and 
his band came through West Lib- 
erty once and sometimes twice 
every year. One of the feature 
events was an amateur talent 
show, which Honchul entered 
and won. The prize, he recalled, 
was $5.00, and it was presented 
to him on stage by the late June 
Carter, a country music great in 
her own right. 

Honchul’ s musical ability and 
experience with the Morgan 
County Jamboree influenced him 
and some of the other talented 
performers in the group to try 
their hand in the music business 
after leaving high school. 
Honchul recalled that after gradu- 
ation, like many youngsters from 
this area, he “hit Highway 23 
north,” and for several years plied 
the night club circuit in northern

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State health dept receives high 
rating for SNS preparedness 



The Kentucky Department for 
Public Health (DPH) announced 
that Kentucky has received one 
of the highest ratings - a “green 
minus” - from the federal Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention for its level of prepared- 
ness to receive ad dispense medi- 
cations and supplies through the 
Strategic National Stockpile 
(SNS) program. 

“Receiving such high marks 
for our emergency preparedness 
efforts shows that Kentucky is a 
national leader in preparedness,” 
Gov. Ernie Fletcher said. 
“Kentucky’s public health offi- 
cials and response partners con- 
tinue to work closely to be pre- 
pared to respond to any public 
health threat or other emergency 
that may occur.”

minus” rating - one of only 15 
states to receive the rating - fol- 
lowing an annual statewide as- 
sessment. Part of the assessment 
included the “Unbridled Re- 
sponse” full-scale disaster pre- 
paredness exercise last November 
that involved several state and 
federal partners. 

The CDC evaluated the state 
in the following areas: overall 
preparedness, SNS plan develop- 
ment, overall operations, tactical 
communication, public informa- 
tion and communication, security, 
receipt, stage and storage of the 
SNS, inventory control, repack- 
aging, distribution, dispensing, 
coordination of treatment centers, 
training, exercise and evaluation. 

“This high rating is the direct 
result of dedication, commitment 
and perseverance to public health 
among the preparedness commu- 
nity in Kentucky,” said William 
D. Hacker, M.D., commissioner 
for public health and acting 
undersecretary for health at the 
Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services. “While we can always 
improve, this demonstrates that 
Kentucky is prepared to receive, 
distribute and dispense emer- 
gency medications and other sup- 
plies in the event of a statewide 
public health emergency.” 

The rankings are part of 



CDC’s scoring system, where 
“green” indicates the highest level 
of preparedness, “amber’ is aver- 
age and “red” demonstrates the 
need for improvement. Green 
means that during a potential cri- 
sis, health officials in the state can 
access and distribute a portion of 
the national cache of life-saving 
pharmaceuticals, antidotes, vac- 
cines, medical supplies and 
equipment maintained to respond 
to the release of biological patho- 
gens, toxic chemical agents or the 
impact of other large-scale health 
emergencies. Kentucky’s previ- 
ous ranking was “amber minus.” 

The federal government ini- 
tially established the SNS pro- 
gram in 1999 to assist states and 
communities in responding to 
public health emergencies, in- 
cluding those resulting from ter- 
rorist attacks and natural disas- 
ters. The SNS program can de- 
ploy medicines, antidotes, medi- 
cal supplies and medical equip- 
ment to any U.S. location within 
12 hours. Each state has plans to 
receive and distribute SNS medi- 
cine and medical supplies to lo- 
cal communities as quickly as 
possible.

Social Security Board of 
Trustees issues report 



The Social Security Board of 
Trustees recently released its an- 
nual report on the financial health 
of the Social Security Trust 
Funds. The 2007 Trustees Report 
shows slight improvement in the 
projected financial status of the 
Social Security program from last 
year. 

In the 2007 Annual Report to 
Congress, the trustees announced: 

• The projected point at which 
tax revenues will fall below pro- 
gram costs comes in 2017 - the 
same as the estimate in last year’s 
report. 

• The projected point at which 
the trust funds will be exhausted 
comes in 2041 - one year later 
than the projection in last year’s 
report. 

• The projected actuarial defi- 
cit over the 75 -year long-range 
period is 1.95 percent of the tax- 
able payroll - .06 percentage 
point smaller than in last year’s 



report. 

• Over the 75 -year period, the 
trust funds would require addi- 
tional revenue equivalent to $4.7 
trillion in today’s dollars to pay 
all scheduled benefits. This un- 
funded obligations is about $100 
billion higher than the amount 
estimated last year. 

“Social Security provides 
valuable economic protection to 
workers and their families,” said 
Michael J. Astrue, commissioner 
of Social Security. “We owe it to 
the American public to continue 
to offer the best possible support 
for older Americans, people with 
disabilities and their families in 
the coming decades. The Trust- 
ees Report is an important tool for 
those in the legislative and execu- 
tive branches who will have to 
make the very difficult decisions 
about how best to ensure Social 
Security remains viable for the 
long term.”

Other highlights of the Trust- 
ees Report include: 

• Income including interest to 
the combined Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors, and Disability Insurance 
(OASDI) Trust Funds amounted 
to $745 billion ($626 billion in 
net contributions, $17 billion 
from taxation of benefits and 
$102 billion in interest) in 2006. 

• Total expenditures from the 
combined OASDI Trust Funds 
amounted to $555 billion in 2006. 

• The assets of the combined 
OASDI Trust Funds increased by 
about $190 billion in 2006 to a 
total of $2 trillion. 

• During 2006, an estimated

FLATIRONS. For centuries, 
ironing was a chore mostly per- 
formed by women. It was com- 
monly done with a flatiron, a 
heavy device of cast iron. (This 
was made by pouring molten 
iron — heated by charcoal in a 
special furnace — into a mold. 

During the nineteenth century 
irons were made in a great vari- 
ety. There were several weights — 
intended to better press different 
materials — with a numeral on the 
top indicating the weight in 
pounds. 

According to an antique 
guidebook, A Fortune in the Junk 
Pile, “heavy cast flatirons with 
handles of various shapes were 
known as sadirons. These were 
tiring to use. Still other cast irons 
were hollow so that they could be 
heated by filling them with hot 
coals. Special irons, oddly con- 
structed, that rocked or rolled, 
were fluting irons, indispensable

during Victorian days to flute or 
ruffle crisp fabrics.” 

Ironing was a weekly chore, 
traditionally done on Tuesdays, 
according to Dorothy Jenkins 
(see Acknowledgments), who 
adds: The housewife usually kept 
some half-dozen irons heating at 
the fireplace or on the stove. I 
was quite a feat always to have 
one ready at the desired tempera- 
ture.” There were also self-heat- 
ing irons which used gas, alco- 
hol, or gasoline and thus some- 
times exploded. By 1896 electric 
irons were available (if electric- 
ity itself often was not). 

The irons pictured here are 
owned by my aunt, Jean May of 
West Liberty. One (upper right) 
is a typical sadiron; the other, 
which belonged to her mother, 
Golden Murphy Nickell (my 
grandmother), features a detach- 
able handle. Similar irons were 
among those available in the 
Sears, Roebuck and Company’s 
fall 1909 catalog. They were sold 
in sets of three with “one detach- 
able wood handle, always cool,” 
and an iron stand for only 63 



cents per set. 

Today the irons are used for a 
variety of purposes — as paper- 
weights or doorstops, or in pairs 
as bookends, or merely for de- 
cor — just about anything except 
ironing!

Changes proposed to state 
hunter education law 



At its quarterly meeting held 
on Dec. 8, the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission proposed 
modifications to the state’s man- 



datory hunter education law. 
Commission members also voted 
to open the ruffed grouse season 
sooner next year. 



The commission recommends 
all hunting, fishing and boating 
regulations for approval by the 
General Assembly and approves 
all expenditures by the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

Starting July 1, 2007, the 
commission is recommending 
that any youth hunter required to 
have a hunting license in Ken- 
tucky must obtain a hunter edu- 
cation course completion card 
before turning age 12. The cur- 
rent law requires a hunter to pass 
a state-approved hunter educa- 
tion course by age 10. 

Under the new proposal, a 
hunter would be eligible to take 
the hunter education test at age 
9, which gives the young hunter 
three years to successful pass the 
course if needed, before it is le- 
gally required. 

The proposal would allow 
youngsters more time to take the 
free 10-hour course, which in- 
cludes in-class and live fire in- 
struction. Hunter education 
would remain mandatory before 
doing any type of hunting for 
anyone born on or after Jan. 1, 
1975, and required to have a 
hunting license. 

In related business, the com- 
mission also proposed that a new, 
$5 one-time permit be available 
next July that would allow any 
hunter who is subject to hunter 
education law to be exempt for a 
one-year period after purchase. 

This exemption permit would 
be available online only via the 
agency’s website. Those using 
the exemption permit would also 
be required to hunt only when 
accompanied by a legal, adult 
hunter. After the yearlong ex- 
emption expires, the hunter 
would then have to complete the 
hunter education course, obtain 
the card and carry in the field as 
proof of complying with the

hunter education law. 

“The intent of these changes 
is to allow both adults and youth 
more opportunities to try hunting 
with a mentor before having to 
take hunter education,” said Bill 
Baida, hunter education supervi- 
sor for Kentucky Fish and Wild- 
life. 

“If they try hunting and enjoy 
it, they could then complete the 
course and the time it takes to do 
so would be worthwhile. They 
may have even a better under- 
standing of the materials after 
some actual experience in the 
field,” Baida added. 

“Parents and students are very 
busy with many other interests, 
and we want to give those with 
an interest in hunting consider- 
ation in making time for hunting, 
and the hunting-related learning 



we now require,” Baida con- 
cluded. 

The commission also pro- 
posed to begin the ruffed grouse 
season Nov. 1. This coincides 
with the opening of rabbit and 
quail season, and simplifies the 
regulation. 

The next Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission meeting 
will be held at 8 a.m. Eastern 
time, Friday, March 9, 2007 at #1 
Sportsman’s Lane off U.S. 60 in 
Frankfort. Persons interested in 
addressing the commission must 
notify the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commissioner’s office 
in writing at least 30 days in ad- 
vance to be considered for place- 
ment on the meeting agenda. 
People who are hearing impaired 
and plan to attend the meeting 
should contact the Kentucky Fish 



and Wildlife office at least 10 
days in advance and the agency 
will provide a translator. To re- 
quest to address the commission, 
write to Kentucky Fish and Wild- 
life, Commissioner Jon Gassett, 
#1 Sportsman’s Lane, Lrankfort, 
KY 40601.
